Operations were delayed 
at the start by a mistake made in Mr.Stewart’s 
instructions as to where to send the tools. 
They were to have been at Fiorida and Main 
at 7o’clock prompt, but at that time there 
were no tools or men either. The engineer 
telephoned quickly for new tools and for men, 
and at the same time ascertained the mistake 
that had been made and ordered it corrected 
atonce. A good hour was lost, however, and 
it was fully 8o0’clock before work Jwas fully 
commenced. A few minutes later 
a police patrolmap appeared, and 
ordered work stopped.” This was not looked 
for, and caused some surprise, but the diffi- 
culty was soon overcome when a sergeant of 
police appeared and withdrew the patrolman, 
leaving the railroad forces free to go ahead. 
Then, as it had been threatening to do, it be- 
gan to rain, and work was very unpleasant 
and under discouraging auspices for the next 
half hour. Engineer Stewart and his assist- 
ants stood through it, however, and by 9 
o’clock the most of the. granite on the square

Stewart, when asked about the police or any | 
threatened trouble, said he could not see where 
it could come fc, ao he understood Mayor 
Noonan had deeided the question before him 
yesterday afternoon. As to an injunction, he 
could not see where it could come from, as 
the company had an ordinanceas direct as 
anything could de, and their plans had been 
fully approved by the Board of Public Im- 
provements. 

„Ot course,’’ he said, we want to get 
through as rapidly as possible, and thus 
lessen the inconvenience to the manufactur- 
ers around here. We ought to get through in 
two days. If we had not been disturbed 
when we commenced work Saturday night we 
would, with the gang of men we had then, 
have been through by Sunday noon. That is 
the calculation we made, and we had the 
pavers report at that time to relay the gran- 
ite. Itis not easy to pick up such a force of 
men, though. We have here this morning 
only about sixty men, but we will add seventy 
more, who are now loading material, in a 
short time, and hope to be done to-morrow 
evening. The tearing up of the granite is the

Mr. Rainwater said that be could 
not agree to the arrangement until he had 
consulted with the Board of Directors of the 
railway company. His talk suggested 
that perhaps the order of the 
Mayor would not be accepted 
by the company. The Chief of Police was 
present at the interview, and was given ex- 
plicit instructions by the Mayor not to allow 
the work to proceed unless the tracks were 
laid in conformity with the instructions in the 
letter to Mr. Rainwater. Tne Chief sent

THE ELEVATED LINE. 

The elevated ortion of the Merchants’ 

erminal Railroad runs from Biddle street 
along the Levee to Poplar street, across Pop- 
lar and through the blocks on the south side 
of Poplar to the Union Depot. At Biddle street 
— road leaves Main street and goes dlagonall 

the Levee, which it strikes about Was 
; eet. The grade from the Levee to Main 
there makes it possible to run the road on a 
level, so that when it reaches the Levee it Is 
about fourteen feet above the street. All the 
way down the Lévee to Poplar street 
and around to Seventh it is an 
elevated structure from fourteen to twen 
feet above the street in the clear. At Seven 
street the road comes to the surface again and 
rans intothe depot yards, The roadway is 
built of iron, the supports made 
of angle iron, latticed, resting on 
masonry foundations with 31g 13ʃ2 granite 
caps; these caps are six inches above the 
street level, or just the height of an ordinary 
curbstone. 

Along the levei the west line of the road is 
built on the edge of the sidewalk and extends 
out over the street about twenty feet. 

The elevated portion carries a double track 
and will be built in such a way and of suff 
cient strength to allow the running of two 
trains over it at once.

WasSHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 10. — At 
the St. Louis World’s Fair head- 
quarters two clerks are busily engaged 
sending out the literature forwarded here for 
distribution. That there will de a fair at all 
is yet a question. There are several im- 
portant matters concerning the South which 
will likely have an important bearing upon 
the proposition. The contested election 
cases are adsorbing the attention of Southern 
members and all of them are greatly exercised 
over the threatened legislation in Federal 
elections. Congressman Pendleton states 
that those matters first concern his delegation 
from West Virginia. Congressman O’Farrell, 
of Virginia, talks likewise, and in 
doing 80 voices a prevailing senti- 
ment among the Southern represen- 
tatives.

President Samuel 
Gompers rapped to orderand dispatched a 
committee to notify Gov. Ames and Mayor 
Hart that the convention had assembled.

Ames was introduced and addressed the 
convention. ö 

The Governor welcomed the delegates 20 
Massachusetts, saying they could not have 
chosen a more appropriate placefor their 
meeting.

Application to Be Made to Judge Thomas, 
Who Is Now in the City. 


Judge Thomas came up from Ironton this 
morning to try as special judge some cases in 
the Criminal Court in which Judge Normile 
was disqualified. Charles 
counsel for Bartholomew Maziere Chambers, 
who, on October 22, killed Frank J. Bowman 
at his home near Ferguson, was present in the 
court to make application for bail. This 


application was to be made at Ironton, to 
which place the trial hes been removed. It 
has seemed strange to many of Mr. Cham- 
bers’ friends that he had the venue changed 
from St. Louis County where the man be killed 
was well known, and where he is best known, 
to Iron County where neither himself nor 
Bowman are well known. They argue that 
Mr. Chambers having lived all his life in St. 
Louis County and being known favorably to all 
ofthe citizens of the county,would receive bet- 
ter treatment at the bands of his neighbors 
thanfat the hands of strangers. 

Their contention is made without any 
knowledge of the facts. From the first it was 
apparent that Mr. Chambers would, not be 
dealt with generously. He was held by the 
Coroner’s jury after a prolonged inquest con- 
ducted in a strange fashion and terminating 
in a Verdict so strangely constructed that the 
Ooroner disapproved of it. He signed it, how- 
ever, after some pressure, though he did not 
afterward abstain from expressing his disap- 
1 Mr. Chambers was heid without ball 

5 the examining justice after a hearing 
proionged much beyond reason. 

During these hearings the two saloons of 
Clayton did a thriving business. Kvery inter- 
est in Clayton prospered and the pressure 
upon court officials for extension of the pre- 
liminary hearing was great. Clayton has few 
sources of revenue other than the visitors to 
court, and as court is not held the year round 
hay Is made while the sun shines. 

During the inquest and during the prelimi- 
nary examination the facts of the killing of 
Bowman were discussed by all the frequenters 
of Autenreith’s and Fortin’s saloons. Several 
local lights of the law led these discussions 
and gave direction to tnem. Bowman went to 
Chambers’ house to point out property to be 
levied on. Chambers resisted the levy, drove 
away Charley Garrett, the Deputy Sheriff, and 
killed Bowman. That was substantially the 
statement of the case made by them, and it is 
no wonder that after that the discussion took 
a turn decidedly opposed to Mr. Chambers. 

Mr. Chambers, though in jail at Clayton, 
was in touch with the feeling of the people. 
He was kept constantly informed of the saloon 
discussions and knew the direction of officiai 
sentiment regarding himself. He knew that 
it was not favorable and jwas not willing to go 
totrial there. Pending the application for 
change of venue he was very 

olitic in his expression and tried 

o change as much as lay in his power the

BROUGATIN TWO VERDICTS, 


A Jury’s Bad Blunder—F. F. Stone Sued 
Judge Dilion’s Decisions. 


Juries make occasional ‘‘bad breaks’’ in the 
Circult Court when sent out to return with a 
verdict, but it was left toa jury of six this 
morning to bring in two verdicts at the same 
time. It was in the case of Henry Visker 


against Charles H. Stuckmann and both sides 
agreed to submit the case to a juryof six.

The jury were out but a few minutes when 
they returned smilingly and the foreman 
handed the papers to Mr. Gray, the clerk. 

fie read the fifat verdict, giving Visker $75 
and Stuckman $17, and asked them if that was 
their verdict, and they answered it was. As 
he finished he spled the other verdict and 
asked the jury if they had returned 
two. Tes, we made one out for the other 
fellow,’’ said the foreman, with the air of a 
judge determined to see fair play. The second 
verdict was for the defendant and left the case 
where the trial began. After a talk with the 
Judge the second verdict was destroyed and 
the verdict for $75 in favor of Visker and for $17 
in favor of Stuckman was allowed to stand.

it will be remembered, voted down last month. 
The question of delingnent subscriptions 
then came up, and the following r ution 
wes adopted: 

„Resolved, That the Secretary be instructed 
to post in the Exchange Hall on the 20th inst. 
the names of all delinquent members, with a 
notice that unless the assessment is paid on 
or before December 8lat6ép. m. their mem- 
bersbip will be forfeited, as provided by the 
rules. 

The number of delinquent subscribers is 
decidedly larger than is usuaily the case at 
this season of the year, the books showin 
that more than 500 members had not pai 
their dues. The dues are $20 4 year, lower

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BLOWN INTO FRAGMENTS, 


TWO MEN KILLFD AND A TORPEDO FAC- 
TORY DEMOLISHED. 


The Bodies of the Men Torn Into Shreds bg 
the Force of the Exploding Nitro-Glycer- 
ine—Supposed Cause of the Catastrophe 
—An Early Morning Shock at Salisbury, 
Mo.—Bulidiugs Shattered. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Dec. 10.—A Butler (Pa.) 
special says: At 9:15 this morning Butler was 
shaken from center to circumference by a 
nitro-glycerine explosion at the Butler 
Torpedo Co.’s magazine, two miles south of 
town. The explosion occurred when cans 
were being put into the wagons at the factory. 
James O. Woods and William Medill and their 
wagon and team were biown into unrecog- 
nizable fragments. The woods in the vicinity 
of the magazine are being searched by hun- 
dreds of men for the remains of the men and 
the greatest excitement prevails. The larger 
part of the factory buildings are demolished. 
The factory was crushed dowu and only 
the smokestack remains intact. The rafters 
of the magazine fell down over the glycerine 


there but it did notexplode. Woods’ shoulder 
and right arm have been found twenty rods 
away. Asmall part of Medill’s trunk was 
taken from thetop of atree. The theory is 
that Woods let a can ofthe explosive drop 
when handing it up to Medill who was inthe 
wagon. A great hole was made in the ground 
where the wagon stood. 


Buildings Shattered at Salisbury, Mo. 


By Telegraph to the Post- DISPATCH. 

SALISBURY, Mo., Dec. 10.—At 5:30 o’clock 
this morning every house in Salisbury was 
shaken bya loud explosion, and those who 
were yet asleep were awakened, many think- 
ing itaclap ofthunder. But immediately an 
alarm of fire was given, and in a few minues a 
large crowd congregated around the post- 
office, the place from whence came the flash 
and explosion. All the doors and windows in 
the back of the building were blown out, and 
the doors and plate glass in front were 
scattered across the street, while 
fire could be seen inside. This was 
quickly extinguished and examination showed 


that the contents of the buliding were utterly 
demolished and the.south wall separating this 
building from the bank of Salisbury was torn 
to splinters, allof the iron pillar support be- 
ing broken, leaving scarcely any support for 
the upper floor on either side. Thenorth wall 
was between the Palace drug store and C. M. 
Rumsey’s jewelry store and was not seriously 
damaged, as it was of solid brick, although 
the contents of the building were badly dam- 
aged. Bottles of medicine, drugs, clocks, 
silverware, et., were scattered over the house 
and the back doors and front glass knocked 
out, 0 

Jim Gallemore who was sleeping in this 
store, was knock out in the floor but not 
hurt. Squire Hilton’s family, who were 
sleeping over the Postoffice building were 
terribly shocked and almost paralyzed with 
fear at the concussion, but luckily no one was 
hurt. The Postoffice fixtures were totally 
wrecked, as was J. F. Fidler’s groce stock 
in the same building. The bank building on 
the south is terribly damaged, but as yet no 
estimate can be made of its extent. Plate- 

lass in other buildings further off was 

roken. 

There is much speculation as to the cause of 
the explosion. Some attribute itto the work 
of robbers, who miscalculated the effect of the 
blast. Others believe the shock was caused 
by the accidental ignition ofa keg of powder 
in Mr. Fidler’s store. At present no definite 
—— 2 can be given, but the weight of 
opinion favors the burglar theory.

Detective Moberly was present yesterday 
when the cases were called, and was anxious 
to go to trial.

MR. CLAIBORNE 

might refuse to answer the question, why he 
so willingly grants any favor a lottery man 
wants and refuses to listen to the officers who 
urge him to bring criminais to trial.

Claiborne has such a record as this years 
long, filled up with nolle prosquies, general 
continuances and a few pigeon-holed in- 
formations, but trials are rare entries on his 
docket and convictions still less frequent.

Goas far back as you please or take the 
cases any day you choose to select and you 
will find the record one of inefficiency, in- 
capacity and conniving to permit the escape 
of law breakers. The shameless effrontery of 
officers who dare refuse to punish criminals 
and openly grant them every favor they ask 
or pardon after they have been convicted is 
beyond comprehension. Those who have 
not sat within those polluted walls 
and seen the mockery of justice 
that marks the proceedings there cannot gain 
the faintest idea of the method pursued or the 
improper means resorted to to prevent being 
compelied to punish lottery men. 

The bond in the Hartman cases shows to 
what length the court officials go. Deputy 
Sheriff Dan Ready, who on more than one 
occasion has carried processes in his pocket 
long after they ought to have been served, is 
implicated in this affairtoo. The return bore 
his name aud the bond commanded the ap- 
pearance of Hartman in court on December 
10. The case was on the docket for December 
9, yesterday. The date of the bond war

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THE CHOICE OF A SITE FOR THE WORLD'S 
FAIR IN 8ST. LOUIS. 


The City Carefully Mapped Out, anda Num- 
ber of Eligible Locations RecomMmended 
—What the Committee on Site and Build- 
ings Has Been Doing—A Colored Map to 


RE question of a proper 
site for the World’s 
Fair in case it is award- 

ed to St. Louis, is now 
occupying the attention 

of the Executive Com- 
mittee. It is deemed of 
the first importance 
that maps showing the 
available localities, 
heir extent, elevation 
above the river, con- 
tiguity to means of ac- 
acess, sewage facilities, 


+. ae — should de pre- 
pared. St. Louis is especially fortunate 
in possessing a large number of sites, 
of sites, a particular in which New York and 
Chicago are wofully deficient, and the 
members of the Executive Committee and 
the Committee. on Sites and Buildings are 
anxious to have a map prepared, showing the 
different available localities and allthe par- 


ticulars. 
HOW THE SURVEY WAS MADE. 


The latter committee sub-divided the city 
among ite members, and reported alist of 
sites all of which fully answered the ro- 
quirements. A sub-committee wasthen ap- 
pointed to go over the ground, and ite report 
was confirmatory of that of the main com- 
mittee. All the materials are now in the 
hands of the Chairman of the Executive Com- 
mittee, and the Site Committee are 
earnestly urging that maps be prepared and 
forwarded to Washington, as the showing 
made by St. Louis in respect to a site entirely 
casts into the shade the facilities that its 
rivals have to offer in this direction. 

LOCATIONS PROPOSED. 

The list of locations reported by the com- 
mittee does not exhaust the capabilities of St. 
Louls by any means, but simply includes 
those deemed the most desirable. The extent 
of the tracts proposed are from two hundred 
and fifty to six hundred acres. One is located 
between Chouteau and Lafayette avenues, 
and Grand and Tower Grove avenues. It has 
a high elevation above the river, is incum- 
bered by few bulldinss, and is over 250 acres 


in extent. The owners are 8. F. and T. A. 
Scott, the Shaw estate aud the Paramore 
estate. 

Another site comes under the head of 
northern river front sites. It lies north of the 
Fair Grounds, extending northeast to the 
Bellefontaine road between O’Fallon avenue 
and the Bircher road. It ineludes ©’Falion 
Park and some adjacent property and is 260 
acres in extent, and ts incumDered with very 
few buildings. 

Another site is between Laclede avenue and 
the Wabash railroad and Grand avenue and 
Forest Park. This has deen called the 
central site, and can be so located as 
to include as much of the eastern end of 
Forest Park as may be desired. Anything be- 
tween 200 acres and 600 acres can be included. 
There are some handsome buildings on it, but 
not mapy. 

Another proposition is to take the tract, 250 
acres in extent, south of Tower Grove Park, 
and between Grand avenue and King’s high- 
way. This tract is s>wned by private es, 
the majority being held by Mrs. J. L. D. Mor- 
rison and Parker, Russell & Co. The im- 
provements upon it are notof an expensive 
character. 


A FIFTH err 

is between Lindell avenue and the Wa- 
bash tracks and Union and Jacobs 
avenues. It is so iocated that a large portion 
of the northwest portion of Forest Park can 
be included, and it can be extended north 
to the Olive street road. It is from 100 to 600 
acres in extent, the principal private owners 
being Hugh McKittrick and Daniel Catlin. 

The last location recommended by the com- 
mittee is from 100 to 800 acres in extent, and is 
situated south ofthe Fair Grounds, between 
Prairie and Lambdin avenues. The largest 
owners are Julia Mafiitt, the Lindell estate and 
Chas. P. Chouteau. 

A careful survey has 
all these tracts. The least in  eleva- 
tion is 80 feet above the river. 
When it is recollected that no point available 
within ten miles of Chicago has an elevation 
of over 15 feet above the lake, the advantages 
of St. Louis as regards drainage can easily be 
estimated. Every site proposed is either im- 
mediately contiguous to, or very near a main 
line of sewer, and each is reached by one or 
more lines of street cars, the 8 
facilities being in most cases eapable of sup- 
plement by the steam railroads. The 
members of the Site Committee are very 
anxious to have the locations recommendea 
passed upon by the Executive Committees, 
mapped, andsent to Washington, and have 
for several days been importuning the Chalr- 
man of the Executive Committee to call a 
meeting to take action on the plans sub- 


mitted. 
OTHER LOCATIONS 

will also be presented for consideration. 
Many members of the General Committee of 
Two Hundred beileve that Forest Park with 
its 1,800 acres would afford the best site in the 
country. Othersare in favor of renting the Fair 
Grounds and such adjacent property as may 
be required.- Not a few believe that the 
heights along the river in the south- 
ern part of the city, contiguous 

the Oak Hill road, would 
afford an excellent location. It is 1 
that all these sites will be included on the 
map to be prepared by order ofthe Executive 
Committee. These maps will be sent to Wash- 
ington, and to all other parts of the country, 
and will, it is believed, prove to all that St. 
Louis can offer more and better sites than any 
city competing for the Fair.

The Cole County Grand-Jary.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Dec. 10.—The Cole 
County Grand-jury has returned an indict- 
ment for murder in the first degree against 
Barton Smith for killing Sherman Brown last 


Mey. Both were convicts working in the 
Penitentiary, and the murderer killed his 
victim with ashoe- knife, The murdered man 
was serving a short term for perjury, from 
Randolph County, and his slayer was likewise 
a short-term man from New Madrid County. 
Outside of the prison officials this murder was 
unknown until afew days ago. The évidence 
before the Grand-jury in no way 
holds the prison officials responsible. 
Consequently, it is a. F matter 
to understand why the crime was not made 
public sooner. Smith will be tried at the next 
term of court, and his chances of conviction 
ot murder in the first degree are considered 


good. 

The Grand-jury has returned several in- 
dictments against Alexander Williams, a 
negro convict from St. Louis, for as 
sault with intentto kill. He has been sen- 
tenced for two years on one charge and the 
other cases continued. The prison officials 
say thathe isthe worst convict ever confined 
in the Penitentiary. His viciousness is all di- 
rected against the other negro convicts, three 
of whom he has crippled for life, one with a 
hammer and two with stones. He also 68 
caped from the Penitentiary once, but was 
captured by a hunting party.

Garcia will arrive in the 
city, and the funeral 
will take place from his 
late residence, No. 1231 
Chouteau avenue. Dr. 
Garcia is well known in 
thie city, having been a 
resident since 1865. For 
the last three years he 
has been a great sufferer 
from asthma, and a 
short time ago, accompanied by his son, 
‘Charles Garoia,Jr., visited Fort Worth, Tex., for 
the purpose oftrying to regain his health. 
The change of climate did not have tne bene- 
ficial effect hoped for, and he expired at 5 
a. m., December 8. 

The deceased was of Spanish descent. He 
was born in New Orleans, La., November 24. 
1845. His grandfather was Governor of Louis- 
jana during the Spanish regime, and his 
father, Felix Garcia, was Senator for Louisiana 
and was a wealthy planter in that State. 

At the age of 16 Dr. Garcia entered the Con- | 
federate army, where he remained until the 
close of the war. In 1865, with but 40 cents in 
his pocket, hecameto St. Louis, and having 
aroused the interest of Dr. McDowell, was ad- 
mitted to his college, from which he after- 

Wards took the degree of doctor of medicine, 
He was married in 1869 to Miss Margaret Con- 
nallen, an accomplished lady of this city, and 
devoting himself energetically to the practice 
of his profession he soon obtained both honor 
and fortune. 

Ever since the founding of St. Mary’s In- 
Armary, Dr. Garcia has been physician and 
surgeon in charge, and the erection of the 
present large and well equipped hospital, 
which towers above the surrounding struct- 
ures at Sixteenth and Papin streets, is largely 
due to his personal efforts. His relatives who 
survive him are his aged grandmother, in 
Paris, france; his mother, in New Orleans; 


his wife, and six sons. 
A THRILLING EXPERIENCE. 

Dr. Garcia, who entered the Southern army 
as a private, had many thrilling experiences. 
He seldom talked of the events of the war, as 
he said that it revived painful memories that 
were better forgotten. From a friend of his the 
-_ wing story of the doctor’s experiences 

= the retreat from Oorinth in 1862 was 
— Gen. Braxton 885. then second 
in command to Gen. P. Beauregard, 
whom he afterwards superseded, was r- 
sonally superintending the loading of the cars 
bound for the rear. nder him was an officer 
who was swearing at the men and inciting 
them to greater exertions. At that moment 
young Garcia, who was suttering from 
lilness, passed near, looking for 
the cars that were to convey the 
sick to Tupelo. The officer stopped him and 
ordered him to help load the goods into the 
cars. He replied that he was too unwell to do 
-80; that he would have been with h® rezgi- 
ment had he been in good physical condition. 
The officer called Bragg's attention to Garcia, 
and the General ordered him to go to work at 
once. Again Garcia answered that he was 
too unwell to do so. 

ORDERED TO BE SHOT. 

With every appearance of rage Bragg 
shouted 

“What! You dare to disobey my orders?’’

In 1862 I was a member of the Beauregard 
Rifies of the Crescent Regiment from New 
Orleans. After Shiloh the Confederate army 
retreated to Corinth, and being attacked there 
made a demonstration, under the cover of 
which the retreat was made to Tupelo. At 
Corinth Iwas taken ill with camp fever. I 
could not find a surgeon, for everything was 
in confusion, and so I went to the train, where 
Iexpected to finda surgeon and get trans- 

ortation. IfeltthatI was not able to walk 

Tupelo with my regiment. I was stopped 
- described and taken to the woods to be

„What were your sensations while waiting 
for the command of fire?’

Finally Ahearn 
struck his opponent a terrible blow 
in the neck and he fell like a log to the slip- 
pery floor. Ahearn fell on top of his pros- 
trate foe and rained blows on the back of his 
neck. Jackson was stunned when Ahearn 
was pulled off. He recovered before the 
next round, however, and stepped into the 
ring. Before a blow could be struck by either 
man he 
FELL BACK INSENSIBLE 
corner. He was ocarried into 
an upper room, where he lay in 
4 stupor for several hours. About 
morning several physicians were called. They 
sent for Jackson’s mother, who arrived on 
the scene just before her erring son breathed 
his last. Ali the parties to the 
occurrence were placed under arrest 
and held by the Coroner’s jury 
to be responsible for Jackson's death, Ahearn 
as a principal, Dan Daly as the proprietor of 
the establishment, Charlie Daly as the master 
of ceremonies, William Quincy as the time 
keeper, Steve A. Malloy, Robert Farrell, Michael 
J. Mooney and J. Col ins as the seconds, J. 
Johnston or Ehriich as the stake-hoider and 
Joseph A. Murphy ae the ref- 
eree. Warrants were afterwards sworn out 
charging Abearn with murder in 
the second degree and the other prisoners 
with being accessories to the same crime.

DELAYED MAILS. 


Official Lassitude in the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral’s Office Causes Trouble. 


The Postmaster-General must be so busy 
making arrangementsfor the Sunday-school 
Christmas tree that he js forgetting the duties 
of nis office. The St. Louis Post-office is suf- 
fering for want ofclerks to properly handle 
its business, and every night mail is delayed 
because the force of clerks is not large enough 
to handle it. Mr. Wanamaker probably does 


not know thatthe receipts of this office for 
the two months just past were $19,600 more 
than for the corresponding two months of 
last year and he probably does not 
know that the b usineéss of the 
office has increased $250,000 clean within the 
lastfour years, although the force has not 
deen increased. But these are facts, and now 
the Postmaster-General is permitting the 
holidays to come on, the boli mall to pile 
up without taking any steps 2 relieve the 
office. Requisitions for additional! clerks were 
made months ago, and requisitions for clerks 
to work during the holidays only, extra men, 
haye been in for some time, but he has taken 
no notice of them. The result is that busi- 
ness mén and citizens are complaining of the 
delays that occur in deliveringthe mail. The 
delays do occur, there is no doubt about that, 
but the fault lies in the Postmaster- General's 
office, and the mall will continue to be de- 
layed until that office sends the clerks asked 
or.

‘‘Mr. Barnes of New York’s’’ Initial Intro.

tory—Edward Harrigan in Old Laven.

„Mr. Barnes of New Tork,“ who has been 
introduced toa large part of the American 
public through Mr. Gunter’s novel, made his 
first appearance on the local stage at the 
Olympic Sunday evening. 

There was an excellent audience up and 
down stairs to greet him and his associates in 
the various circumstances in which Mr. Gun- 
ter places them in his drama. While there 
was much laughter at the amusing parts of 
the play and some genuine applause 
forthe stronger scenes of Miss Emily Rigl, 
the audience was inclined to be disorderly at 
times and even ventured to langh in serious 
Diaces and to ‘‘guy’’ two or three of the per- 
formers, it must be confessed not without 
occasion in several places. 

The drama does not appéal strongly to 
intelligent consideration. Tne effort to reach 
an intense and impressive result is far more 
apparent than the result. It is thoroughly 
superficial and strained even to absurdity. 
The plot is not without cleverness and in- 
genuity of construction, which in the novel 
hit a certain popular level of taste. 
On the stage, however, the filmsiness of the 
materials and the unnatural qualities of the 
whole work become exceedingly apparent. 
The serious incidents are undoubtedly 
dramatic, and by proper brilliant treatment 
on the partofthe dramatist and the players, 
might be made to reach an impressive, even 
thrilling effect. Mr. Gunter seems to have 
thrown his play together with little regard for 
artistic results. It is impossible for a love 
affair, which begins through the successful 
device ofa masher, and is ripened into an en- 
gagement under similar champagne and 
oyster influence within an incredibly brief 
time, to appeal to more than the 
risibilities, and in some cases tpe 


disgust of the audience. On the other band 
the serious portion is so unnatural at this time 
and is worked out with such diabolical inge- 
nuity that it defeats itself and the audience 
refuses to consent to it. Perhaps with an 
i genie strong cast throughout the 
pitch might be preserved, and the audience 
wrought up to the pitch, but as the play was 
resented the comedy was mostly 
arce and the serious scenes continually bor- 
— upon buriesgue. 

One can imagine a company with which the 
result might have been different, but it wouid 
be very different from parts of the present 
cast. Emily Rigl is an artiste of exceptional 
emotional powers, but while she oftefi did 
strong work either the strained 
nature of her part of Marina or the conscious- 
ness of having to do everything 
drove her into a  theatric — of 
acting which marred the artistic result. 
Her skill was without a foil among her asso- 
ciates. This unevenness strengthened;the im- 
pression of over-doing in her work. Robert 
Hilliard gave a handsome figure to Mr. Barnes 
and while he acted the part with some ease 
and graceful effect, he falied sadly to develop 
its actual possibilities. Some bright and 
clever soubrette work was done by Annie 
Blancke as Maud Chartris, Effie Germon 
treated the part of ang | Chartris as well as 
it could be. Sheridan Biock worked bard in 
the role of Count Danella, but he was handi- 
capped by the remark of Marina that Lieut. 
Austruther would ‘‘crush his monkey form’’ 
and by bis lack of ability. B. F. Hendricks 
succeeded in making the part of Lieut. Ans- 
truther ridiculous and in spoiling several of 
Miss Rigl’s scenes. @ was amateur- 
ish and unfitted in every way 
for his role. Emma Field was 
also amateurish as Enid, but gave conscien- 
tious endeavor to her performance. Horace 
Lewis was satisfactory as Tomasso Monaldi,

THE SWITCH SHOULD STAY. 


A Decision From the B. P. I. About the Ca- 
ble & Western Terminus, 


The Board of Public Improvements Com- 
mittee held a meeting this morning to decide 
upon what report to make upon the subject 
ot the Cable & Western terminus at Sixth and 
Locust streets. It will be remembered 
that some time ago Mr. George D. Capen 
for the Equitable Life Insurance Co. and 
others petitioned the city authorities to order 
up the switch there because it was an obstruc- 
tion tothe crossing. The objectors claimed 
very positively that the switch was a nuisance 
and must be removed immediately, as the 
business along Sixth street was being seriously 
interfered with by the cable grip cars switching 
on the crossing. The matter was referred 
first to the Mayor, then to the Street Commis- 
sioner, and finally to the Board of Public Im- 
provements, by the board it was sent to the 
Board Committee on Streets, and a meeting 
held on it this morning. It was argued that 
nothing could be done this winter on 
the work, as concrete and cement 


were necessary in the reconstruction of the 
switch, and these could not be put down in 
winter. Again one commissioner beld that 
the track and switch did not constitute an 
obstruction, but thatthe cars did. After talk- 
ing over the matter for some time the follow- 
ing report was decided upon: 

THE REPORT. 

Your committee respectfully report, that 
while they find the removal of said obstruc- 
tion desirable as a matter of vublic con- 
venience, they do not think there is any 
necessitv for doing the work atonce, as it 
cannot be properly done in cold and inclem- 
ent weather. gun now it 
would in all probability create 4a 
much greater obstruction, that would 
extend entirely through the ‘winter months. 
They therefore recommend thatits removal 
be pustponed until warm weather when the 
— can be properly and expeditiously 

one, 

The work referred toconsists in taking up 
all of the tracks and switches which now ex- 
tend some distance east of the west line 
of Sixth street and movine the whole 
business back to such a point tliat the ex- 
treme east end of the line would not cross the 
west building line of Sixth street. This would 
necessitate making a new conduit, new yokes 
and new switches at an estimated cost of

AN INVESTIGATION 

revealed a queer state of affairs. It was de- 
veloped that Frank Barada, the deceased, had 
been for the past two years living at 718 North 
Thirteenth street with a colored woman, who 
previous to that time had been known as 
Widow Hillman. Her brother, Will Jackson, 
had quarreled with Barada and had out him 
with a knife without provocation. Mrs. Hill- 
man had at different times three physicians 
in attendance upon the patient. 
When he died two of these, 
Dr. Vaughan and Dr. Jennings, made out bu- 
rial certificates and turned them over toa 
colored undertaker named Mitchell. These 
certificates gave the cause of death as an 
‘abscess of the abdomen, the result ofa 
knife wound of the abdomen. ’’ 

They were signed by both Dr. Vaughan and 
Dr. Jennings, who held 

A POST-MORTEM EXAMINATION. 
The certificates had not been deposited in 


the office ofthe llealth Commissioner when 
the investigation was commenced. 

As a result an official inquest was held. 
John Barada wanted the body of his brother 
turned over to him for burial. The colored 
woman, Hillman, however, produced a mar- 
riage certificate whieh showed that she had 
been wedded to Frank Barada by a colored 
minister in East Carondelet in 1887, and the 
remains were given into hercare. Informa- 
tion charging Will Jackson with murder in 
the first degree was made out. 

John Barada now says he knows where 
Jackson is in hiding. He told Chief Huebler 
as much and that official sent him to Chief of 
Detectives Hugh O’Neil. There Barada said

Barada says he 
looked around for an officer, but did not find 
one at once. 

THE TIME WAS SHORT, 
however, so he loaded his shotgun, got in a 
doat at the wharf, and paddled across the 
river. For three hours he lay by the road- 
side with gun in hand waiting for the negro 
to put in an appearance. He did not come, 
however. No one had seen Barada, — 
he feels sure that Jackson is 
yet unconscious of detection. Chief O'Neil 
will send a detective to tne farm to-dayto ef- 
fect Juckson’s arrest should he be at the place 
designated. That the fugitive was in St.Louis 
a week previous to Barada’s death the col- 
ored woman, Mrs. Hillman-Barada, feels cer- 
tain, as friends of hers who had seen Jackson 
reported that he was hanging around Second 
and Poplar streets. As the evidence now 
stands a charge of murder in the first degree 
is well warranted.

THE COMPANY NOT RESPONSIBLE. 


Liability of Railroads for Injuries Sus- 
tained by Passengers. 


CHICAGO, Deo. 10.—A dispatch from ‘Topeka, 
Kan., says: The Supreme Court has handed 
down a decision in the case of the Atchison, 
Topeka & Santa Fe Railway vs. D. C. Lindley, 
which involves a question not previously 
raised in the courts. On February 26, 1887, 
Lindley filed his petition against the company 
to recover $25,000 damages for personal inju- 


ries received. It appears that while stopping 
at a station Lindley got on top of the 
rear portion of the train attached to 
the engine and by a sudden forward 
motion was thrown off and received in- 
juries. Judgment was rendered against the 
company for the sum of $9,833. The company 
excepted and brought the case up to this 
court. The petition alleged that the conduc- 
tor directed the plaintiff to climb on top of 
the car and signal for the front portion of the 
train to be backed up and the engineer sud- 
denly threw open the gbrottle ana started the 
cars with so much force as to pitch the plain- 
tiff head foremost down upon thetrack. The 
court says that the order of the con- 
ductor to go on top of the cars and 
the signal was entirely without the 
routine of his duties, and as it was voluntarily 
obeyed by Lindley it could not fasten any 
liability on the railroad company. He oce 
cupied merely the position of a passenger 
who voluntarily assumed avery dangerous 
position atthe request of a conductor as a 
matter of accommodation. The Court holds 
that gross negligence on the part of the com- 
pany or its employes is not established, and 
reverses the judgment of the lower court.

C. Neilson 
was given 34 lengths start and W. Hearn, 
the New Zealand champion, 4% 
lengths and Searle 7 lengths. Hanlon 


Henry E. Searie. 
did not start, however, and Searle won, re- 
taining throughout the lead given him by the 
handicappers. Then he defeated first Wolf 
and afterward Jim Stansbury over the Para- 
matta River course, each race being for £100 
aside. Inthe latter race he covered three 
miles and 330 yards in 19m. and 53s., lowering 
the record for the distance. This still stands 
as the record on the Paramatta and Searle 
always said it was the hardest race he 
ever pulled. For a mile and a half 


of the distance it was nip and 
tuck between them, each straining every 
muscie to win. In September, 1883, Searle 
easily defeated C. Neilson over the same 
course for £200 a side. A fortnight later on 
the Hunter River he allowed W. Hughes ten 
seconds start and defeated him, the match be- 
ing for * side. Searle!“ s 
boat sprung a leak, and he had 
to stuff his cap inthe hole. Despite the fact 
that the water was rapidly filling his craft the 
coming champion won, though his boat sank 
bel the water’s surface just after he had 
crossed the winning line. On October 28, 1888, 
he rowed and defeated Paul Aemp over the 
Paramatta course for the world’s champlion- 
ship. The following December Searle rowed 
in a regatta at Brisbane, where purses 
of £500, £ and £100 were 
put up and Kemp. Beach, Neil- 
son, Stansbury, Nell Matterson, McLear 
and others were among tbe entries. Searle 
secured the first prize, Kemp second and 
Matterson third. John Teemer, the American 
sculler, was afterward matched to row him, 
but forfeited £100 to the Australian. This fall 
he went to England and defeated William 
O’Connor, the American champion, for the 
world’s championship over the Thames 
course. This was Searle’s last race. After his 
return to his native land he was stricken with 
typhoid feverand never recovered. Stans- 
bury challenged him to a race for the 
world’s net soca aR afew days ago under 
the impression that the champion was recov- 
ering. He wanted to row Searle for £200 
a side and the championship, the race to take 
lace in three months on the Paramatta, 
earle’s death is not likely to cost Australia 
the world’s championship, as they have sev- 
eral scullers there capable of holding it 
against all comers from other countries. 
Stansbury is likely to be the next champion. 
He will not be 22 years of age until next Feb- 
ruary, stande 8 feetll inches and weighs 170 
pounds. Heisa most powerful man, and as 
stated above, gave the late champion the 
hardest race of his life. 


Death of Harvey McKenna. 


Harvey McKenna, the Western billiard ex-

TEMPESTOUS VOYAGE OF THE STEAMER 
EMS ACROSS THE ATLANTIC. 


Sixty-two Hours of Ceaseless Tempest—Two 
Passengers Seriously Injured by a Mon- 
ster Wave Which Swept Over the Decks— 
Children of the Storm Born on the Voy- 
age—Severe Weather Encountered by 


Other Vessels,

* Drine, the North 
German Lloyd steamer Ems dropped ber 
anchor off the Quarantine Station at 6:30 
o’ciock last evening. Lying in their berths 
with broken limbs were two of the saloon pas- 
sengers, who had been swept along the decks 
by the waves, which at times almost buried 
the vessel, The other passengers were some 
what bruised, though not seriously hurt. Ali 
were glad when the calm waters of the upper 
bay were reached and the perils of the voyage 
over. Those injured were: 

Mr. Leopold Futside, saloon passenger, arm 
broken. 

Mr. B. Walters, saloon passenger, leg fract- 
ured. 

On the bridge was ruddy-faced Capt. Jungst, 
who was giving final instructions before turn- 
ing the vessel over to his chief officer and 
seeking much needed rest. He looked as 
fresh and cool as though he had net been up 
for nearly three days ata stretch, taking a 
mouthful of food when opportunity offered. 
On the way to his cabin he glanced at the 
smashed lifepoat, which was a mute reminder 
of the storms which beset the Ems almost 
from the time of leaving Southampton. 

A GALE TO START WITH. 

There was a gale brewing when the Ems 
left the straits on December 2 and shoved her 
nose into the Atlantic. On the 3d it increased 
in strength, the wind coming from all points 
ot the compass. The storm was little short of 
a hurricane on the 4th. Extra caution had 
been taken during the night and a sharp look- 
out kept. Capt. Jungst remained on the 
bridge, though the waves at times flew clear 
over him. Then two waves would seem to 
meet near the bow, and, sweeping over the 


turtie back forward, would come down on the 
deck with aforce that made the vessel trem- 


in the afternoon of the 4th the Ems was al- 
most buried, and her docks were flooded fore 
and att. The sailors had hard work to per- 
form their duties and avoid being swept over- 
board, and by Capt. Jungst’s orders ali the 
doors leading below were closed and double 
fastened. The hatches were firmly battened. 

To serve meals was well nigh impossible and 
sleep was out of the question. The passengers 
were reassured by the officers, who told them 
to be of good cheer, as the Ems was steadily 
steaming toward New York in spite of the 
howling tempest outside. 

Messrs. Futside and Waiters, during the 4th, 
were on deck, though they are sorry now that 
they did not remain below with the other 
passengers. A big wave raking the length of 
the steamship caught them unawares, and 
carrying them some distance threw them 
against the deck fixtures. They had to be 
carried below. Mr. Futside had his arm 
broken and was badly bruised, and Mr. 
Walters’ right leg was fractured. The ship’s 
surgeon attended the Injured men and neither 
of them left their berths for the rest of the 


voyage. 

It was this wave which smashed the star- 
board lifeboat forward and it was almost a 
miracle that two injured men were not killed 
Outright Or carried overboard. After this 
Capt. Jungst gave orders that all of the pas- 
sengers should remain below, and this order 
was carried out. 

CHILDREN OF THE STORM. 

During the height of the storm two little 
strangers were ushered into the world in the 
stecrage. Both infante were alive when the 
vessel reached Quarantine last night and the 
mothers were as well as could 8 

For sixty-two hours, dating from December 
4, the storm raged, the Ems’ engines going at 
half speed and every ons of her officers on 
the alert. But the vessel kept on her course. 
Capt. Jungst seemed indefatigabie. He re- 
mained on the bridge during nearly the whole 
of the storm. The wind finally shifted to 
the northwest, and then the Ems was obliged 
to steam almost into the wind’s eye.“ From 
that time on until the gale began to abate on 
the eve of the öth the vessel was swept by 
monster waves. Aside from the damage to 
her life-boat, which was torn from the davits, 
the vessel did not suffer materially. As far as 
could be learned the loss of one or two 
deck fixtures was the j gousine ny et d 
sustained. Nor was it thought that either Fut- 
side or Walters are hurt internally, though 
they will not forget this trip.
